1. Corngyinl cation s : 

a. Subject was contacted by the undersigned by telephone at his office 
at BMW In Muonchen-Allach, Dachauerstreaao 665 (Telephone 54 11 45) on 18 
and 21 January i960. Subject willingly agreed to a meeting in Nunich on 

25 January I960. 

b. The undersigned met Subject on 25 January at 1845 In the American 
Bar of the Hotel Vier Jahroszeitor? in Munich. Tho meeting at the hotel 
lasted until past midnight, including dinner at tho hotel.

J U. S. Anay RAD interest In his catonto was 
the given reason for contacting him. 

2. Results : 

a. Subject’s residence address in Munich is Hiltenspergerstrasee 23/ XV 
(Telephone 37 2C 57). 

b. Since 1 May 1958, Subject holds tho position of Technical Director 

at tho BMW Triebwerkfcau GMBH la Muonchea-Allach, He stated that he took 
this position on request by tho Hast German Defense Sinister, Strauss 
(NiDTE: Subject hold various lending research positions at E MW from 1939 

to 1945). Subject's contract with the Directorate of EWW AG permits him 
to continue at the earns time as General Manager of BIZ (see paragraph o 
below). Subject claims to have successfully negotiated substantial o on treats 
with General Electric for BMW, i.o., an order for production of 1,000 Jet 
-oner plants in 1959 and he expects an order increase of at least 60 per 
cent in i960. Furthermore, Subject clalsw to have developed u new small 

Jot power plant of highest quality and performance at EMW. In addition, 
a number of neu patents bo$Gd on his work have been lately obtained by Bh?r!.

o. Subject is otill General Manager of the Soelete' ABonyme Bureau Technique; 
Zborotfskl at 1, Avenue D’Orleins, Brunoy (Seine et Oise), near Parlo, Franca, 
a firm ho fotrrdod after the ear. BTZ is specialized in tactical guided weeoens 
and vertical take -off airoraft. Furthermore, BTZ, based on ten years of 

experience, is in the position to provide applied research, prototype develop- 
oents and eurveys in the above mentioned and othor related technical fields 
for customers. Subject stated that STZ had previous contact with American 
Government Agencies, American and Canadian firms in Faria (American. Erebasoy), 
Brussels (USAF), and Frankfurt (ERO). In 1956 a research Project. was done 
for AVKO, Canada, and two othor research pro Joe to ia 1958 and 1959 ucro 
po rf oread for the U. S. Army, European Research Office (Colonel Taylor). 

d. Since 1952, Subject obtained over 140 patents in the United States, 
Canada, and European oouatrlcs in his own name (cot BTZ or HW). (NOTE: 

Subject furnished by letter in the osoatiros a list of patent numbers obtained 
in tbo United States ard Canada. ) 

c. Subject has no Information about Soviet rocket propellants or other 
Soviet ®J developments. After several hours of conversation, Subject spoko 
quite freely and without raich prompting about his lack of contacts to ito 
East, ho credits in retrospect Soviet achievements in (5? propulsion to the 
fact that the Soviets avoided the mistake, which in his opinion tho Americans 
influenced by Von Braun, Doinbergor, etc. , read®, of continuing fuel daveloftt-ecta 
along the sano essential line initiated by the Ocraacs in their ballistic missile 
activity during World War II. Subject clairas that he and his EW co-workers fcnd 
in the early part of tha war devslopod better fuel combinations using peroxide 
or highly concentrated nitrio acid and self-reaoting kerosene (aelbetreagicread 
gesaohtec petroleum) aed proved the V-2 propulsion sysi :m as obsolete. But. bo 
waa allegedly oowcrlosc against the f irmly entrenched Peoneiuiende crew and the 
Jack of technical ucdoratending by Von Eraun and other Oemm loaders. In this 
connection, Subjeat also claimed that ho wac tho first itan (ir 1942) to have 
proposed a feasible technical solution for vertical take-off aircraft in a 
complete paper study; but hio efforts for acceptance were stymied by bureaucrats 
and othor iniicxiginativo people. 

f , Subject clearly stated that ho has no Eastern contacts, except that ho 
knows oosc forsar Dragca3 new employed by EKU and that he hears occasionally at 
oc'iventione about East Gsroaa scientists at Pirca and at tho East German Aircraft 
r.er.earch Contor (Prof. Baade, Dr. Schci303t, ate.). In hie opinion, developments 
there are far behind work in Western countries and certainly also la the USSfl. 
(NOTE: Subject admitted that his "opinion 0 is not based on any detailed end 

positive icfcrveiticn, rather oa the low quality of available taofcnical personnel.)

g. Subject offered the following weapon development projects (soon "Candles", 
as ho put it) for consideration by the U. S. A ray R 4 D Interests . Be stated 
that they are odvanoed studies, and presently BTZ’s sain projects. On each 
project Subject has obtained a number of patents in Germany, Pranoe, Canada, 
and the United States. Subject expressed his desire and willingness to show 
all pertinent papers and eater lal to Interested American scientist a and/or fires, 
preferably at his BTZ offioe In Paris. 

1. A taotlcal surface-to-surface Infantry missile with radio guidance 
of 5-6 km range against moving targets with an absolute hit accuracy 

->f 2$ motors square. Total weight of 16 kg, of which 4 kg are payload. 

2. An all-purpose infantry guided rocket weapon, originating from n 
1957 Pentagon (U.S. Army) request which demanded a 9 kg payload and 
about 8 to 10 km range. Subject has now developed n ramjet-driven 
rocket of 19 kg total weight, of which 10 kg are payload and with a 
range of over 15 km. This weapon has the warhead explosive distributed 
over the entire length of the rocket, and conforms In this respect 
also to the newest requirements of the Belgian General Staff. 

3. An air-buoy for use as a "radar-relay" antenna which is an important 
development for defense against very low-flying aircraft. The light 
resonance relay antenna can be Installed on any Army vehicle {or on 
ships) and be raised from 30 to 50 meters from the vehicle's platform, 
remaining stabilized in space. This device can be coupled with many 
types of mobile anti-aircraft missile systems. 

4. Complete revision of the project of the vertical take-off many- 
purpose aircraft "SCARABEE" and the passenger plane "LDCANE", based 
on now research In the last two years on adapted a nnul a r wings and 
new wind tunnel censure Santa. 

5. Completed paper studies on reactor-driven light aircraft by using 
over-dimensioned ramjets. Pile temperature never exceeding 400 
centlgrodes, air temperature no more than 200 centlgrades for the 
thrust aeoessary for MACH 2. Subject has obtained several patents 
for reactor asd shielding In Germany, France, and Canada, but the 
granting of theso patents in the United States are unduly delayed. 
Subject mentioned that about six months ago a Gorman newspaper 
reported that the Soviets are now testing reactor-driven ll^t 
aircraft with annular wings.

a. Subject was bom la There* lesstadt la the old Austro-Hungarian Nonorohy, 
now CSH, In 1905. He comes from an old aristocratic family of which several 
oeobera are still living in Austria. The undersigned observed that the hotel 
personnel la Munich and several acquaintances ha encountered during his 5$ hours 
meeting with Subject addressed Subject as "Count”. Subjeot Is married aad has 
two or three daughters. Hunting and horseback riding appear to be his an In 
hobbies. Subject speaks native German, fluent F roach, aad has a reading knowledge 
of English. 

b. Subject displays quite a "nan of the world" attltudo; he la latelllgent 
and pleasant, but also openly conceited about bis scientific achieve men ts end 
professional positions, not to mention his social standing. Subjeot tries 
constantly to impress with his inventions, ideas, patents, and technical forealgk 
in general. Subject is very frank about his interest to have Western powers 
support and fiaanoo his research projects and weapons developments. He gives, 
the imp rasa ion of being financially very wall off and having several sources of 
income.
